The law of 1907 was tested in the case 


of the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis railway co. v. 
the State of Indiana. In this case 
the company contended that the law 
interfered with interstate commerce 
and was therefore unconstitutional. 
(87 Northeastern rep. 1034) The 
case was carried before the United 
States Supreme court and decided 
December 18, 1911 (223 U. S. 713). 
The judgment affirmed the decision 
of the lower court with costs, based 
on the authority of the decision in 
the Arkansas case.
